SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled The Voyeur # 6 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording contains sexually explicit material. The video recording strongly 
degrades, dehumanises and demeans women. At times this is achieved through 
particular conduct such as ejaculation over women's faces. A dominant effect of the 
publication is of women as accessible, compliant objects, available for the servicing of 
male sexual desire. Conduct is contrived for the benefit of the viewer and women 
comply to activities which appear uncomfortable. Within the trailer The Voyeur # 2 are 
depictions of sexual violence and coercion in association with sexual conduct. This 
includes an apparent assault on a naked woman, and an enacted sexual assault. 

The Classification Office recommended that the distributor make eight excisions to the 
publication. The distributor agreed to only one excision; thus the Classification Office 
re-examined the publication in accordance with s33(4) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classifications Act 1993 (the FVPC Act). The Classification Office finds 
that the publication retains content which strongly degrades, demeans, and 
dehumanises women, and which depicts sexual violence and coercion in association 
with sexual conduct. Giving weight to s3(3)(a)(ii), s3(3)(a)(iii) and s3(3)(c) of the 
FVPC Act, the publication in its present state is classified as objectionable. This is 
considered a reasonable and justifiable limitation on si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990. 
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
